MAY HIT CANAL POINT 


A_ special dispatch out of Clewis- 
ton says that US Sugar Corp. Pres- 
ident Harry T, Vaughn and offi- 
cials of the Savannah Sugar Refin- 
ery have undertaken’ a study to 
determine the feasibility of build- 
ing a joint refining facility at Ca- 
nal Point. This is the first official 
word of proposed expansion by the 
Sugar Company though rumors 
have been rife for many months} 
that something of this sort was in! 
the making. 

It is known that company . of- 
ficials’ directed workmen many 
weeks ago to make soundings and 
drive test piling at Bryant in an 
effort to find out first hand about 
conditions as they prevail should 
a new sugar mill or refinery be 
built at the Bryant plantation of 
the U. S. Sugar Corp. 

At present sugar cane grown in 
the eastern division with offices 
at Canal Point is shipped to the 
sugar mill at Clewiston over the 
Florida East Coast Railway where 
it is converted into raw sugar, and 
then is 4 „the. refinery” a) 
Savannah for processing. ¥ 

Vaughn said the actual picking’ 
of the site- would be a part of the 
survey and that if built the new 
refinery would serve this entire 
sugar-growing area. 

At present raw sugar from the 
area is sent to Savannah for refin- 
ing. U. S. Sugar ships between 
110,000 and 135,000 tons annually 
and the Okeelanta Sugar Co. ships 
around 40,000 tons, Vaughn said.

Control Chinch Bugs, 
Prevent Damage To 
St..Augustine Grass 


GAINESVILLE—With summer 
weather officially here again, Flor- 
ida’ homeowners are warned of the 


threat to St. Augustinegrass lawns 
in the state. 

Dr. S. H. Kerr, assistant ento- 
mologist with the Florida Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, reports 
chinch bugs have already been act- 
ive in south Florida for some time, 


close watch for the pests. 

If chinch bugs are present, con- 
trol measures should be started 
immediately. Dr. Kerr says be sure 
chinch bugs aré actually present 
before making insecticides treat- 
ments. He says a lot of money is 
needlessly spent each year becouse 
people assume almost every lawn 
ailment is caused by this insect. 

“Chinch bug controls must be 
carefully used if they are to be 
effective, he adds. A simple and in- 
expensive piece of equipment for 
a home gardener is a jar attach- 
ment to a garden hose. Use the 
type which delivers a coarse spray 
and a large amount of water. 

Better control is obtained if the 
lawn is moist when the insecticide 
treatment is applied. This aids in- 
the spread and penetration of the 
insecticide into the turf mat. 

Recommended insecticides for 
home gardeners now include DDT, 
Diazinon, V-C 13, and Trithion. 
Mixtures of DDT plus BHC: are 
common lawn pest insecticides’ in 
north Florida garden stores, DDT 
has lost much of its effectiveness 
in some southern parts of the state 
and one of the’ other materials 
should be used for consistently 
good results. 

Detailed ‘information on chinach 
bug control is contained in Agri- 
cultural Extension Service Circu- 
lar 181, Lawn Pest Control Guide. 
This is free to Florida ‘residents 
and. describes damage ‘nd control 
forall major tawi ‘pésts. Circular

Health Dept. Worry 


JACKSONVILLE—The Florida 
State Board of Health met in Jack- 
sonville, Sunday, June 19, to dis- 
cuss an. expected million dollar 


tion for the indigent, revise regu- 
lations for the control of operations 
of commercial lawn and shrubbery.

The five man panel appointed 
by the governor to set policy in 
state public health matters was all 
present, along with State Health 
Officer Wilson T. Sowder, when 
President John D. Milton, MD., of 
Miami, called the meeting to order 
shortly after nine o'clock. Dr. Sow- 
der told the board that the funds 
provided by the state legislature 
to match moneys available from 
the Federal government for pay- 
ing hospital costs for state welfare 
cases would be exhausted by about 
October first of this year. He said 
that Federal funds available for 
the program after 
that date could not be obtained un- 
less the matching funds were made 
available. He said the Federal 
money amounted to sixty cents on 
the dollar, and that he proposed 
that an emergency meeting of 
county officials be called in Jack-! 
sonville Wednesday to see if the 
counties could arrange to make up 
the deficit. All counties in the state 
would have to participate, he said, 
or the Federal funds would cease 
to flow into the program, and it 
would collapse. The board acted 
favorably on Dr; Sowder's recom- 
mendation, and instructed staff 
members to start immediately to 
send telegrams to county officials, 
calling them to the Wednesday 
meeting.
